Nathaniel  G.  Higgs  was  bom  to  Nathaniel  G.  Higgs,  Sr.  and 
Pauline  Higgs  in  Lake  Park,  Florida.  Shortly  after  his  birth, 
the  family  relocated  to  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania.  At  the  end 
of  World  War  II,  the  family  purchased  a  farm  in  rural  Salem 
County,  New  Jersey  where  Nathaniel  was  reared  and  is  the 
place  he  calls  home.  He  received  his  elementary  and  secondary 
education  in  the  local  public  schools.  Reared  in  an  Adventist 
home,  he  was  baptized  at  age  thirteen.  Intent  to  become  a  mechanic 
and  attend  a  local  trade  school,  he  acquiesced  and 
heeded  the  admonition  of  his  mother  to  enroll  in 
Oakwood  College,  an  experience  that  changed  his  focus  in 
life.
